I happened to be in South Jersey yesterday, so I made a project of casing 
out the location, and this is to share my observations. Others may see it 
differently. 


I went to it and from it in two different routes. Coming from the NJ 
Turnpike, and getting off Exit 2 was to me a hectic drive from Exit 2 
onward. It was near the start of the rush our (as it will be Friday 
afternoon/evening when we get there). From Exit 2, Rte 322 crosses at the 
Commodore Barry Bridge ($3), rides with I-95 for a short stretch, then 322 
runs into Rte 1. The other route from the north would be to get off the 
NJ-TPK at Exit 6, for the PA-TPK, then Exit 24, Valley Forge, take I-76 down 
a short piece to connect with Rte 202. This is a limited access road, 
dual-divided and easier driving. This is only 3 miles longer than the other 


route, but much easier driving. Now, back to the motel: 


Let's call Rte 202 a North-South road, and Rte 1 an East-West road. The 
Ramada is on the SE corner. If heading south on Rte 202, you will make a 
left off 202 onto Rte 1, and then a right into the motel. If heading North 
on Rte 202, or East on Rte 1, it will be simple right turn into the motel 
lot. 


They have a restaurant typical of that class of motel: dinner entrees 
$8-$14, a Breakfast buffet for $9.95 - I wasn't able to ascertain if there 
were menu items available, other than the buffet for breakfast; I would 
guess so. No lunch is served, but breakfast is served from 6:30 to 10:00 or 
11:00 am, if I remember correctly. 


There is also a McDonald's across 202 from the motel, the SW corner. 
Across Rte 1 and 202, - the NW corner - there is a small shopping center, 
with the following: Arby's, Cafe Ol (coffee shop?), Chinese restaurant, 
Domino's pizza, Goodfella's caf /deli/catering, Zest Diner ("open 25 
hours"), Friendly's, Burger King, KFC, and a 9-theater cinema - everything 
you'd ever need. Also, a couple of miles north of the motel on Rte 202 is a 
couple of reastaurants - "Betty's", and an Italian one. 


Going west on Rte 1, the Wyeth museum at Chadd's Ford is 2 miles; Kennett 
Square is about 10 miles for Longwood Gardens. Up 202 & I-76, it is about 
25 miles to Valley Forge...I don't know exactly where near the Exit 24 of 
the PA-TPK the Valley Forge/ King of Prussia mall is, but it is close. 


The motel has a ‘phone number for a "shuttle", what I would call a jitney, 
a meter-less cab, a van probably that can be called and it will come to the 
motel "and take you anywhere". I have no idea of the rates, but they could 
be called when one gets there. 


I hope this helps some to get oriented.

Well after giving the matter some thought I decided to put up a web 
page and include info about the progress of this project. That way 
those who are interest can follow along.

For sure the Low Pass Output Filter (C6, L2, C11, C7) must be changed. 
I'm going to change the Low Pass Output filter to a two stage "L" 
network. I am doing this not just to be different, but also because 
this is a very popular and effective design. I've studied several 
schematics and this filter design is almost always used.

Determine IF C2, L1, C4 need changing

Well, folks, the first SOC Sprint contest is over and I am sitting here 


knowing full well that the true contesters amongst us ate my lunch, when it 
comes to scores. 
But, dang..... I had fun!!! 


My contesting got off to a late start because another ham drove across the 
state to come look at some surplus QRO gear I had put up for sale. He arrived 
just minutes before the contest began. Though he stayed nearly two hours, the 
good news is, he bought a rig and monitor scope. He left behind enough cash 
for me to buy a K2 with all the trimmings and then some. :-) 


The really bad news is, before starting the contest I checked my antennas and 
found the dipole for 40 and 80 meters had fallen in this morning's 
stronger-than-usual Oklahoma wind. (When the windsock has blown away, as it 
often does, we check the wind direction in these parts by just looking out 
back to see which way the barn is leaning.)So, 40 and 80 were out of 
commission here, and the tri-band beam didn't cut the mustard very well on 
10, 15 and 20 with today's second-class propagation. 


In spite of it all, I managed early on to work our super-contester and 
fearless leader Bob, N4BP, on all three bands and had 64 other QSOs. In true 
second class fashion, I'm not sure I fully understand how to score them. 


I only encountered one operator whom I believed to be sending with his left 
foot; the rest of y'all done good. (Yeah, we really do talk that way out here 
in the Oklahoma boondocks). 


It was great fun explaining to the QRO operators what we were up to, and what 
exchange was needed from them. I noticed they just couldn't keep from joining 
the contest, even though some didn't have a clue as to what it was all about. 
In fact, one QRO operator even called me back about 20 minutes after our 
first exchange to inquire about exactly what WAS going on. 


One guy I worked admitted that I was his very first cw QSO. And another 
called me without realizing it was a contest.

Joe, 


Given your 2-dipoles at right angles at 1/2 wl set-up, there is no single 
number that will satisfy the prediction of signal strength differential if 


a signal hits one broadside and the other on end. 


In free space, the patterns for the antennas show up as very sharp figure 
8s. Theoretically, you should not hear the end-on signal at all--or just 
barely. 


However, when you set up a dipole over real ground, the 
broadside-to-end-on ratio drops considerable. Again, even knowing the 
exact height, one cannot assign a specific number to the front-to-side 
ratio other than abstractly as a guide. THe exact terrain and the 
surrounding objects (the trees, buildings, power lines, etc. that we call 
"sround clutter") will modify the antenna patterns from the modeled or the 
ideal. 


Now let's add another factor to disturb the ideal further: the variables 
of propagation. High angle signals will tend to show less directional 
difference than low angle signals. Signals tend to form a front so that 
they arraive at no single directional angle on the azimuth scale, but may 
(though not always) arrive from a band of angles that varies not only from 
day to day but continuously. In some circumstances, alternative paths are 
possible. 


The result is that--for most purposes--broadside for a dipole is going to 
be stronger than end-on almost all of the time, but not absolutely always 
and not by a ratio relative to end-on that permits a numeric assignment. 


However, you are ideally situated with an A-B switch to start a record for 
your own location. You might log the station call/location, strength on A 
or B, time of day, date, and any other condition notes you can think of at 
the time. Eventually, you will have a pattern that let's you predict with 
high accuracy (although there will always be surprises) which antenna will 
be best--and even by about how much. 


Just beware of Murphy's Law: just when you have the predictions 
internalized to the point where you always make the right move in antenna 
selection, circumstance will force you to move to a new location and start 
all over again. 


I hope this is useful to you.

Ok folks, here I am with another Drake T-4XB xmtr problem. QRP? I use it 
only on QRP, so hopefully it won't be considered too far Off Topic. 


Anyhow, I put in a new set of finals (6JB6) a couple of months ago after the 
old ones burned out. Did tune-up and put it on the air, but noticed that I 
could not get the power stable. That was more noticeable to me as I was 
trying to run it at about 4 watts output. I asked about that on this list 
and got some good ideas to try. Now, I've diagnosed the symptoms down a 
little further. Basically there are two problems. 


One. Key down, the power will jump to a specific level - say 5 watts. Then 
it rapidly (over several seconds) will drop down to about 3 1/2 or so. 

After several seconds of sitting there, it will creep back up towards the 
original level. The wattmeter and the plate current meter both follow. At 
the higher power levels, the change can be on the order of 8 to 10 watts. 
I've swapped out all the other tubes. I may have to start going through PS 
voltages or look for some bad components for this one. 


Second problem. I won't seem to stay neutralized. The book calls for 
neutralizing on 10 meters. Did that. Looked ok. Moved down the bands. 15 
looked ok. 20 was way off. This is indicated by the plate dip and max 
power occurring simultanionusly. Adjusted it on 20. Several times as it 
seems to creep a little. Went back to 10. It's now off in the opposite 
direction. 


Anyone have any insights into the neutralizing problem especially? 
Thanks ahead.

First place, it's the transmitter which won't stay neutralized. Not me. 
Secondly, the indication of proper neutralization is when the plate current 
and max power output occur together. Improper neutralization shows by 
tuning the plate slightly off resonance in one direction and seeing the 
power output actually increase a bit rather than fall off, as it should. 


Come to think of it, I'm not sure I'm neutralized properly either....

Hi Andy, 


I'm sorry to hear you are having such a difficult time locating a meter for 
your HW-8, though I'm not surprised. Some Heath parts are getting pretty 
scarce. And I'm afraid I don't have a spare one, either, as it's long gone. 


I read Stuart's post to you, and as always he provided very sound advice. 
His last paragraph, however, is the one most related to my experience. 


When I bought my HW-8 (1980), I had every intention of modifying as much as 
I could to improve its usability. One of those modifications was to provide 
audio derived "S" reading with the meter. While this is useful probably 
only by debate, my intention was to improve the esthetics of the radio. 
(Seeing the meter move on receive just made me feel better.) While 
modifying the radio to drive the "S" meter, I came across a panel meter 


from a CB radio that fit the cutout on the HW-8 perfectly. The meter 
markings, as usual for CB radios, went up to +30db over S9, and a secondary 
scale of 0-5 on the meter provided convenient output indication. I did not 
investigate the meter's specifications in any way but quickly put it in the 
circuit and found it work just like the original (I got lucky). 


While I did add some fine-adjustment capability to the Tx and Rx meter 
circuits, and could adjust the indication to some relative output into 50 
ohms, and some relative receive signal strength, I made no real effort to 
achieve any significant accuracy. But, boy did it look good, especially 
with the backlighting! 


It made a perfect substitute meter for what I wanted to do. 


The meter cutout on the HW-8 front panel is about 1 3/8" x 3/4". And today, 
after spending about an hour surfing surplus component sites on the 
Internet, I could not find a panel meter that meets this dimension. 
However, there should still plenty of old junk radios out there that may 
use a meter this size, so perhaps someone there can be on the lookout for 
one at a hamfest or yard sale. Or maybe someone here on the list may have 
something usable, or other ideas. It doesn't have to be a Heath substitute 
meter.

Using the audio-derived S-meter circuit from W1FB's QRP Notebook and a 
200uA VU meter movement from an old tape recorder (meter resistance about 
750 ohms): 


With a 1N34 germanium diode shunting (forward bias direction) the meter, 
50 uV input to the receiver (S-9) can be set to about 90% of full scale. 
Even +40 db won't bang the needle on the pin. This is the max gain 
setting on the calibration pot. The needle will just begin to move for 
signals between S-3 and S-4 (S-4 being about 1.6 uV at the input). This 
works out to be a pretty practical range for QRP operation, plus protects 
the meter from the occasional QRO (or my neghborhood fellow QRPer). Maybe 
later I'll work on a log amp version - good possibility fora 
surface-mount manhattan effort. 


I thought about scrapping the idea of an S-meter entirely and just using 
the meter to read the battery voltage (on maybe a 10 V to 15 V scale, 


using a zener to set the bottom end), which is probably a more useful 
function for QRP anyway. I couldn't just do away with the meter entirely, 
since I'd already cut out the hole in the panel - had to fill it with 
something :%) Could use a switch to make it do double duty. 


Used Corel Draw to make up a nice new scale for the meter face, with the 
Baton Rouge ARC club logo featured. 


This will be a nice rig. I'll probably turn up on 30 m more often now.

QRP book. This design has a crystal oscillator driving 2 2N2222As. Using a 
2N4401 oscillator with a 56 ohm emitter resistor in series with a 500 ohm 
trimmer, The parallel 2N4401s put out 250-800 mw. This was the best I could 
do. Used the highest gain '4401 I had, and matched the output transistors. 
This power level is about perfect for driving CB output transistor or MOSFET 
finals, so it not over yet. 


Next up: homebrew double-balanced mixers. Man, this is fun. We don't need 
no skinkin' riceboxes!

According to the manual the 40M version has a 60kHz tuning range. Be 
advised that the CUB has no RIT and uses a single turn pot for tuning ... 


so a 60kHz range will result in pretty touchy tuning. The specified -6dB 
selectivity of the IF filter for the 40M version is 750Hz. The 30M version 
has a 350Hz filter (lower IF frequency), but you really need the better 
selectivity on 40, not 30. (The 30M version has only a 20kHz tuning range; 
quite adequate for that band tho.) 


I just got the 15M version and may put it together this afternoon. Not many 
parts to mount and only two toroids to wind. Most of the radio uses SMT 
parts which are already mounted. If you want a kit that is quick to put 
together, this is probably a good choice. But the DSW series of kits will 
probably give more "bang for the buck".
